Your  Worship  and  Members  of  the  Council. 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  Borough  for  the  year 
1959. 


No  major  change  has  been  observed  in  any  aspect  of  the 
general  health  of  the  citizens  of  the  Borough. 

The  Birth  Rate  continues  to  indicate  a  slightly  upward 
tendency  and  compares  very  favourably  with  the  average  for 
the  country  as  a  whole. 

The  Death  Rate  shows  a  decrease  over  last  year’s  figure 
and  now  stands  somewhat  below  the  figure  for  England  and 
Wales. 


Notifiable  disease  was  again  virtually  absent  during  the 
year — the  town  having  been  free  of  outbreaks  since  the  middle 
of  1957. 

A  commencement  was  made  during  the  year  on  the  con¬ 
struction  of  15  houses  to  accommodate  tenants  displaced  by 
the  Slum  clearance  proceedings.  The  private  development 
noted  last  year  has  proceeded  unabated. 

A  modified  sewerage  scheme  was  prepared  by  the  con¬ 
sultant  Engineers  and  this  will  be  submitted  to  the  Ministry  in 
the  hope  of  attracting  a  grant.  It  would  be  a  great  advantage 
to  the  amenities  of  the  town  if  a  scheme  of  this  nature  could  be 
proceeded  with. 

A  wholesome  water  supply  was  maintained  during  the 
year  although  some  anxiety  was  felt  on  occasions  during  the 
dry  period. 

In  conclusion  I  should  like  to  thank  Members  of  the 
Council  for  their  kindness  and  consideration  to  me,  and  to 
their  Officers  for  all  the  help  which  they  have  given  me  during 
the  year.

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REPORT  OF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR. 


Sanitary  Circumstances  in  the  Area. 

1.  Water  Supply. 

The  greater  portion  of  the  water  consumed  in  the  Borough 
is  obtained  from  The  Chesterton  and  St.  Ives  Joint  Water 
Board  mains.  An  arrangement  was  made  during  the  year  with 
the  St.  Ives  Rural  District  Council  that  they  would  give  a  total 
quantity  of  1,000  gallons  per  day  to  the  residents  on  Houghton 
Hill.  In  September  therefore  the  mains  were  linked  together 
and  this  supply  ensures  that  the  residents  have  a  sufficient 
quantity  of  water  at  a  satisfactory  pressure  for  most  of  the 
day. 

As  a  matter  of  interest  the  average  daily  consumption  of 
water  in  December  and  Jrme  for  the  past  few  years  is  shown 
below  in  thousand  gallons.

The  number  of  dwellings  now  in  course  of  construction  or 
proposed  to  be  commenced  in  the  immediate  future  is  such 
that  the  demiand  will  be  increased  by  approx.  43,000  gallons 
per  day.  It  will  therefore  be  seen  that  if  the  same  conditions 
exist  as  existed  in  June,  1959  when  these  houses  are  construct¬ 
ed  the  demand  will  be  greater  than  the  supply. 

The  Council  of  course  is  aware  of  this  position  and  also 
the  effect  on  pressures  and  is  taking  active  steps  to  ensure  that 
an  adequate  supply  of  water  at  sufficient  pressure  is  available 
for  the  residents  of  the  Borough.

2.  Sewerage  and  Sewerage  Disposal. 

It  is  regretted  that  there  is  no  real  progress  to^  report  on 
the  provision  of  a  Seweragel  Scheme.  During  the  year  the 
Ministry  informed  the  Council  that  no  grant  could  be  made 
towards  the  cost,  and  the  Council  therefore  asked  the  Con¬ 
sultant  Engineers  tO'  investigate  the  position  thoroughly  to  as¬ 
certain  whether  a  less  costly  Scheme  could  be  prepared  which 
would  be  satisfactory. 

A  Scheme  was  prepared  which  utilised  the  majority  of  the 
existing  sewers  and  reduced  the  estimated  cost  considerably. 
The  River  Board  was  consulted  and  that  Authority  expressed 
satisfaction  and  agreed  to  support  the  Scheme,  whereupon  the 
Consultants  were  instructed  to  present  the  revised  Scheme  to 
the  Ministry  for  consideration. 

It  is  hoped  that  a  start  can  shortly  be  made  on  this 
work  as  I  am  extremely  concerned  over  the  present  position 
and  regret  to  say  that  Industrial  Development  in  small  units 
is  being  held  up,  owing  to  the  difficulty  of  disposing  of 
effluents. 

A  section  of  the  brick  sewer  collapsed  during  the  year  and 
it  was  found  necessary  to  renew  the  whole  length  in  the  road¬ 
way  with  concrete  pipes.  Two  further  lengths  of  brick  sewer 
in  different  parts  of  the  Borough  were  found  to  be  completely 
blocked  and  these  had  to  be  thoroughly  cleaned  out. 

3.  Rivers  and  Streams. 

No  works  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 

4.  Closet  Accommodation^ 

As  in  previous  years  the  Saint  Ives  Rural  District  Council 
undertook  the  collection  of  nightsoil  in  the  Borough  under 
Contract.  I  am  pleased  ta  report  that  the  number  of  pails  is 
gradually  growing  less  and  it  is  hoped  that  by  the  end  of  1960 
the  Council  will  no  longer  have  a  need  for  this  service. 

5.  Public  Cleaning. 

The  neighbouring  Rural  District  Council  has  again  carried 
out  the  refuse  collection  satisfactorily.  The  number  of  dust¬ 
bins  has  increased  during  the  year  with  the  number  of  new 
houses  and  the  figure  will  increase  again  considerably  during 
the  coming  year. 
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6.  Swimming  Pool. 

Unfortunately  the  hopes  which  had  been  raised  during 
1958  were  not  to  be  realised  during  the  past  year  as  it  was  felt 
that  more  consideration  should  be  given  to  other  possible  sites. 
The  Borough  and  the  Rural  District  Council  have  continued 
to  meet  for  discussions  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  not  be  long 
before  a  Scheme  is  put  forward  by  the  two  Authorities  and  ac¬ 
tual  work  commenced. 

7.  Shops  Act. 

No  infringements  were  found  during  the  year. 

8.  Camping  Sites. 

Two  licences  were  granted  during  the  year  for  the  station¬ 
ing  of  individual  caravans.  No  applications  were  received 
for  the  use  of  land  as  site  for  moveable  dwellings. 

9.  Smoke  Abatement. 

The  smoke  nuisance  reported  in  the  report  for  1958  was 
abated  when  the  owner  decided  the  cost  of  remedying  would 
be  excessive  and  the  premises  were  closed  down. 

10.  Bed  Bags. 

No  reports  of  infestation  were  received  during  the  year 
and  no  premises  were  found  to  be  infested. 

11.  Rat  and  Mice  Destruction. 

The  Council’s  Rodent  operator  has  dealt  with  all  com¬ 
plaints  received.  During  the  year  a  considerable  number  of 
wasps  nests  were  reported  and  these  were  destroyed. 

12.  Petroleum  Acts.
